DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6-11, 15-18, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 relates to a method of making a colloidal suspension, but the claim is unclear as 
to where the colloidal suspension is obtained. Is the colloidal suspension formed from the wash 
liquid, or is the colloidal suspension formed from the LEV molecular sieve separated from the 
synthesis mixture? 

The use of the term "desired" in the last line of claims 9-11 is deemed indefinite where 
the term is used to mean merely determined beforehand. The term can be deleted without 
changing the meaning of the claims. 

Claim 15 is indefinite because the claims recite employing the inventive seeds to 
"control" the morphology of the product. However, it is unclear how the morphology is 
"controlled." The claim fails to provide any guidance how altering the seeds will alter the 
morphology of the product. 

Similarly, claims 17 and 18 are indefinite because the claims recite "controlling" a 
characteristic of the product without providing any guidance as to the manner that the product 
can be controlled. Does the addition of the seed result in smaller crystallites, larger crystallites, 
decreased purity, etc ... ? 
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Claim 21 relates to a process of hydrocarbon conversion, separation, or adsorption but 
fails to describe any process steps for hydrocarbon conversion, separation, or adsorption. The 
claim only describes making crystalline molecular sieves. 

Similarly, claim 22 refers to "oxygenate conversion" without describing any processes of 
converting oxygenates. The claim only refers to forming crystalline molecular sieves. 

Claims 7, 8, 16 and 18 are indefinite for failing to correct the deficiencies from which 
they depend. 



Double Patenting 

Claims 1-22 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 

patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-16 of U.S. Patent No. 6,821,503 ('503). Although 

the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 

the 6 503 claims relate to making a number of different zeolites whereas the present claims relate 

to making the structure type LEV. However, it would have obvious to have made any of the 

molecular sieves of the 4 503 patent including a molecular sieve of the LEV type because the '503 

patent specifically discloses forming LEV in claims 1. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is 
appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application 
claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined application 
claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., 
In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re 
Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 
619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 
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A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement.
